"IF the great Prophet of God was ſurrounded with an Hoſt of 


Enemies that ſought for bis Life, his Bond- ſirvant be- 
held not the Peril, till his Eyes were open'd by Miracle, 
and be found himſelf in the midſt of Horſes and Cha- 


riots of Fire, This is all his own Commentary that 
gdirectly contradicts the Text. His Servant beheld 
not the Peril; Yes, his Servant did behold the Peril, 

before his Maſter prayed the Lord to open his Eyes. 


He did behold both the Horſes, and the | 
Chariots, and be cried out for fear. 2 K. 6.15. 
But when his Eyes were open'd by Mi- 


racle, be found bimſelf in the midſt of Horſes and Cha- 


riots of Fire, i. e. in the midſt of Danget. Directly 


_ contrary he found himſelf out of Danger; for he 


now ſaw the Mountain full of Hor ſes and Chariots of Fire 
round about Eliſha, i. e. He ſaw a Miracle of Pro- 
tection and Safety, to fear not: For ſaid his Maſter, 


they that be with us are more than they that be againſt 


us. I cannot but ſay, that many a good Chriſtian 
would have had his Eyes lift up, and his Hair an 
end, to have heard an hiſtorical Part of Scripture 


ſo groſly turned into an apparent Falſhood. 


V. Seriouſ- 
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V. Seriouſueſs is another Talent becoming the 
Pulpit, and a Miniſter of God in it. The Word 
' muſt be ſpoken and heard with Reverence and 
godly Fear, The Geſture, the Style, the Voice, 
and the whole Man muſt be with Sobriety, and an 
awful Senſe of Religion. That Levity which be- 
comes a Stage defiles an Altar; and what the 
World calls Banter is in the Preacher's Lips as bad 
as Blaſphemy. There is too much of this Humour in 
Dr. Sacheverell's Sermon: You would think him per- 
haps mighty ſerious and the moſt in earneſt of any 
Man in the World, by his Vehemence and Vocife- 
rations, and his Zeal upon Zeal. But alas! this is 
to ſnriek aut without being in any Fright. A Man 
in a terrible Vizor may laugh under it. The Haw- 
kers cry, A true Relation of à horrible and bloody 
Murder, when they are no way affected but to get a 
Penny by it. I appeal to You, whether this grave 
Doctor does not banter, not only in his Epiſtle, by 
deriding your Court of Aldermen, for their giving 
Impartial Sentence, and being Wiſe and Acute Fud- 
ges; and upon my Lord himſelf in teaching him a 
part of the Ten Commandments : Ay Lord, J was 
always humbly of Opinion that the Fifth Commandment 
was genuine, &c. But he. brought this Archneſs 
down the Pulpit Stairs with him. The wilely Yol- 
pones is a Character in a Comedy, p. 21. and Her 
Majeſty, God bleſs Her, is a Piece of a Song. The 
Pickers up and Retailers of ſuch Wit are the worſt 
of Buyers and Sellers to be whipt out of the Temple; 


VI. Natural and eaſy Language is another good 
Property in Preaching, drawing the People to 
hearken and underſtand, and offering to them the 
beſt Help of Memory. If there be any thing in a

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*X Sermon that is ſtiff and rugged, perplex d and 
difficult to apprehend, it is a very wrong way of 
7 ſpeaking to the People. When Preachers beat and 
blow in Drums and Trumpets, Noiſe and Rattle, 
when they affect big Words and Sentences, and a 
Heap of Epithets; this does not do well in Declaim- 5 

ing, nor in any Exerciſe but that of Scolding, where 

—dhe Senſe is not regarded, but the Clamour only. 
And even ſome Diſputants in the Street have the 
ſhrewder Art of ſaying a little in a few Words. 
Lou would neither hear nor read the Doctor's Ser- 
mon without being oppreſt with his Style; it loads 
a Man and ſweats him, there is ſo much of what 
they call Fuſtian and Bombaſt in it. Not only a 
frequent Triplet, or a Pair and a half of Verbs and 
Nouns, as the Miſſes learn to dance by fetching three
